Class  Of  1943 


Brenau  women  of  1943  hoped  to  recapture  their  days  at  Brenau  by 
remembering  the  spirit  "of  the  atmosphere  that  is  characterized  by  the 
American  way  of  life  as  depicted  in  the  1943  yearbook." 

Some  memorable  times  include  Churchill  meeting  President  Frank- 
lin Roosevelt.  The  best  movie  of  1943  was  Casablanca.  Paul  Lukas  and 
Jennifer  Jones  were  the  best  actor  and  actress  winners.  Songs  like, 
"People  Will  Say  We're  in  Love,"  "Don't  Get  Around  Much  Anymore," 
and  "Oh  What  a  Beautiful  Morning,"  were  released  in  1943.  The 
average  income  in  1943  was  $2,650  with  one  gallon  of  gas  at  21<t  or  9<t 
for  bread.  The  American  Broadcasting  Company  (ABC)  was  created  in 
this  year.  Norman  Rockwell  created  ROSIE  THE  RIVETER.  The  GIs 
carried  pictures  of  pin-up  girls.  OKLAHOMA  opened  on  Broadway  in 
1943.  The  TOM  &  JERRY  cartoons  were  created.  In  the  World  Series, 
the  New  York  Yankees  defeated  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals.  The  "In" 
fashion  was  the  military  look  with  zoot  suits  and  popular  hep  cats. 
BUBBLES  1943  was  dedicated  to  Miss  Eva  Florence  Pearce,  Dean  of 
Women. 

BUBBLES  1993  is  dedicated  to  the  Golden  Girls,  from  the  class  of 
1943.  We  hope  that  our  years  at  Brenau  are  as  memorable  as  their  years 
at  Brenau.

Graduation  1993 


In  1879,  the  first  class  of 
young  women  graduated 
from  The  Georgia  Baptist 
Female  Seminary.  The  class 
of  1900  marked  another 
first  —  they  were  the  first 
group  to  graduate  from  the 
renamed  Brenau  Women's 
College.  Now,  the  class  of 
1993  has  secured  their 
place  in  the  school's  his- 
tory as  the  first  class  to 
graduate  from  the  Wom- 
en's College  of  Brenau 
University.  The  annual 
commencement  ceremony 
was  held  May  30  in  the 
Georgia  Mountains  Center.

R.  Hemmer,  representing 
the  49th  Congressional 
District,  delivered  the  com- 
mencement address  to  the 
94  graduating  seniors,  their 
friends  and  family,  and 
faculty  and  administrators 
of  Brenau.
